The  Fifty-Third  infantry  at  Fort 
Ord,  Cal.,  has  gone  collegiate. 

The  old  conception  of  a soldier  as 
a hard-boiled  but  illiterate  human 
being  must  be  erased  from  the 
American  mind,  say  the  top  ser- 
geants of  the  Fifty-Third,  as  they 
argue  with  each  other  about  which 
company  has  the  biggest  “brain- 
trust”  of  former  college  students 
and  grads  among  its  new  selectees. 

Although  the  Fifty-Third  has  re- 
ceived only  two-thirds  of  its  se- 
lectees, the  records  show  that  61 
American  colleges  from  all  corn- 
ers of  the  nation,  together  with 
foreign  universities  of  Toronto, 
Cologne  and  Berlin,  have  contribut- 
ed toward  the  higher  education  of 
nearly  one-fourth  of  the  men.

Administration  Plans  Survey 
Of  Parent  Opinion  on 
Insurance;  Amendment  Passes 

With  very  few  votes  to  spare,  the  amend-0  The  proposed  student  health  program  en- 


ment  affecting  the  selection  of  publication  ed- 
itors was  passed  this  week  by  the  student 
body,  according  to  Don  Searle,  who  had 
charge  of  the  balloting. 

According  to  Mr.  Searle,  it  was< 
not  a question  of  any  opposition 
to  the  amendment,  as  practically  all 
votes  cast  were  in  favor  of  it. 

The  constitution  states,  however, 
that  at  least  one-third  of  the  stu- 
dents must  vote.  * 

The  passing  of  this  amendment 
means  that  students  will  vote  on 
the  candidates  for  Y News  and 
Banyan  editorships  following  the 
nomination  of  those  judged  qualifi- 
ed by  the  publications  committtee. 

It  also  changed  the  publications 
committee  to  include  three  students 
and  two  faculty . members,  instead 
of  three  of  each  as  formerly.  The 
editor  of  the  Y News,  the  editor  of 
the  Banyan,  the  student  body  presi- 
dent, the  head  of  the  journalism  de- 
partment and  the  head  of  the  art 
department  will  now  form  the  com- 
mittee. 

It  is  probable  that  applications 
for  the  two  positions  will  be  called 
for  in  the  near  future.

Dr.  Cullimore’s  statement  to  his 
personal  hygiene  class  that  no  stu- 
dent would  pass  without  first  pre- 
senting convincing  evidence  of  a 
small  vaccination  and  a diptheria 
innoculation,  was  backed  up  by 
the  recent  purchase  of  $115.00 
worth  of  serum  by  the  medical  of- 
fice. 

Personal  hygiene  students  who 
have  no  such  evidence  will  have 
first  chance  at  the  serum,  but  it 
will  be  available  to  all  students 
wishing  it  at  cost  of  serum.  There 
is  enough  serum  at  the  medical  of- 
fice now  for  100  smallpox  .vaccina- 
tions, 200  tetanous  innoculations, 
and  200  diphtheria  innoculations. 

Wasserman  tests  for  syphilis  can 
be  had  by  any  student  calling  at  the 
medical  office  free  of  charge.  Tu- 
berculin patch  tests  are  also  free  to 
all  students.
